Excitement eo Circumcision in New- 
de 

The Newark Courier of Friday has the fol- 
lowing respecting the excitement 
recently aroused in that village by an extraor- 
dinary proceeding on the part of some of the 
citizens: 

Nove. Law Surr—Mr. Enrror:—It may not 
perhaps be generally known that there exists in 
this and some other States, a religious sect dif- 
fering to a great extent from those whom we de- 
nominate Jews, yet calling themselves ‘‘ Israel- 
ites.”"
